rejections will be withdrawn. 

The rejections set forth in the previews Office Action are hereby repeated. 

Applicant's argues that since similar claims were allowed in another applications, the 
current claims ar not indefinite. The Examiner notes that each case must be evaluated «jr its own 
mertis. Since applicant has not shown how the Examineij position is in error or how the ruling in * 
Ex Parte Pfeiffer is improper, this is not convincing. The rejection of claim 13 for 
indefiniteneness is withdrawn. The original objection to claim 33 is withdrawn, but claim 33 
positively recites the body. 

Applicant's arguments filed April 12, 1999 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive.
